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Act of 1906 upheld by H!eh- 
est Coart In State. 



No Loneer aoy Qoestion of Far- 
mer’s Riaht to Pool for^ 
Htfber Price. 




In deciding a case appealed from the 
Owen Circuit Court Involving the Con- 
stitutionality of the act of the 1906 
legislature giving the right to tobacco 
growers to ijool their crops Judge John 
V. Carroll, of the Court of App' als 
handed down an opinion declaring the 
act valid under the constitution. The 
whole court except Chief Justice 
O'Rear who was absent, heard the case 
and concurred In the opinion. In dis- 
cussing the act the court said in part. 

The act of 1906 does not authorise 
or permit a pool or combination to 
enhance the cost of crops above their 
real value. This is not the proper con 
structlon, and If It allowed owners to 
place the price of crops above their 
real value. It would clearly be a viola- 
tion of the Constitution. 

In giving to the act this constitu- 
tionality the prevailing conditions that 
rise to Its enactment may with much 
propriety, be considered. The far- 
mers scattered all over the State, 
each acUng Independently and separa- 
, tely for himself were unable to dis- 
pose of their croi>s at a fair and rea- 
,8onable price. There was practically 
no comiwtltlon among the purchasers 
of the crops. A combination and 
trust had been formed by the buyers 
to depreciate the value of the crops be- 
low their real value, and single-hand- 
ed, the producers were unable to com- 
bat or deal In terms of equality with 
these trusts and carabinatlons that 
controlled the markets in which the 
farmer was obliged to dispose of his 
produce. To meet the condition of af- 
fairs thus presented,and to enable the 
farmers to combine their resources 
and place their products In the hands 
of an agent selected by them, to the 
end xthat better prices might be ob- 
tained, this act was passed. If under 
this act, the farmers associated with 
defendant, were combining and poollnc 
their crops for the purpose of ootain- 
ing for them a greater price than the 
real value, and It should be judicially de- 
termined that this was true, the con- 
tract entered Into In my Judgmen^ 
would be without binding force or 
effect upon the defendant, although he 
voluntarily consented to become a 
member of the society or oranglzatlon 
It could not for a moment be enter- 
tained that a contract entered Into 
for the jmrpose of enhancing the price 
of an artldle above Its real value 
would be authorised by the act of 1906, 
iKW would the Legislature have the 
power to pass an act that would en- 
able or permit persons or classes of 
persons to do things that are contrary 
to public policy and that have always 
met with the severest condemnation 
of the courts. 

1 entertain no doubt that the act of 
1906 considered alone and with refer- 
ance to the questions raised by the de- 
fendant is a valid exercise under ine 
Constitution of this State or of the 
United States; and as the record does 
not show that the plaintiff society 
Is attempting to enhance the price of 
the Constitution of the State or of the 
real value the motion to dlsolve the 
Injunction must be overruled.

‘‘In that way you had five quarts to 
sell when you only bought four," was 
said by some one. 

Ben looked injured. He had the 
appearance of a man whose honor has 
been assailed. 

"Yes, 
that may be, but that wasn’t tbe In- 
tention of It. Tbe soda and water 
puts a beautiful bead on the liquor, 
and that's tbe main thing that gave 
tny wblsky such a wide reputation 
for goodness.” 

Ben holds no animosity toward any 
I>er8on connected with his arrest and 
conviction. ‘Tm going right straight 
home," he said, “and I’m going to 
take Sunday dinner with one of the 
witnesses that swore against me. 
They may think I’m mad at ’em, but 
I'm not. They had to tell the truth. 
I’ve got no u«e for a man that won’t 
tell tbe truth. It was juat an acci- 
dent that I got caught, anyhow, and 
there ain’t no one to blame.” 

Ben says be was never particularly 
fond of the liquor business and, now

Frankfort, Ky., Feb. 11 .— Kentucky's 
pure food law, which has now passed 
both houses nnd will go to the Gov- 
ernor for his signature as soon as the 
bill which passed the House can be sent 
back to the Senate for Its concurreno'. 
Is regarded as a model law of Its kind. 
The bill which passed the House this , 
morning Is identical with tbe bill 
which passed the 8**nate, but It will 
have to go back to the Senate, which I 
go to the Governor for his signature, 
and with it will become a law. It^ 
has tbe odd distinction of being fa- 
vored by tbe druggists, the foodstuff 
dealers and tbe liquor people, all of 
whom areregulated under Its provis- 
ions. Samuel Castleman, Jr., of Tor- 
bltt & Castleman, and Mark Blake- 
more.of the ooGdwln Preserving com- 
pany, both of Louisville, were here 
to-day to see the bill through the 
House, as they have been much Inter- 
ested in Its passage and have repre- 
sented the manufacturers of Louisville 
all of whom want the bill to become 
k law. 

The bill Is modeled along the same 
lines as the national food law and will 
require tbe proper labeling of all foods 
and liquors and drugs so that the pur- 
chaser will know what he is buying, 
and puts a heavy penalty on the vlo- 
latora of the law or thoae who adulter- 
atefood or drugs. The provision as to 
whisky and Its labeling follows the 
ruling of the national law and' pro- 
vides that the Supreme Court’s decis- 
ion as to what shall constitute "like 
substances" will be binding In Ken- 
tucky, Tbe bill which passed and which 
will become a law is known as the 
Llllard bill, having been Introduced 
and put through by Col. E. W. Llllard, 
of Boyle county.

CONTROL OF THE 
TABACCO COMPANIES 

Even If American Is Driven From 
tbe State, is Purpose of 
McCbord Bill. 



Frankfort, Ky.. Feb. 11.— Control 
of the great tobacco companies, so 
as to prevent them from fixing the 
price of tobacco, and. If necessary. 
In order to drive the American To- 
bacco company from Kentucky, Is 
the avowed object of the McChord 
bill putting tobacco comiianles and 
buyers under the police powers of the 
State, accrordlng to statements made 
by Mr. McChord at a meeting of the 
agricultural committee.

The Louisville warehousemen ap- 
pealed to tbe comlttee to kill the 
bill on tbe ground that It would In- 
jure the* small manufacturer who 
would put him at at. dlsadvaiiage 
with the big companlea which have 
factories outside of the State . 

They contended that the grower 
himself would be Injuried and tbat 
they would be Injured only through 
the Injury Inflicted on the grower. 
Tbe dlapoaltlon of the committee 
veem<*d to be In favor of the bill, but 
no action waa takento-uight.

NINE MEN MET 
INSTM DEATH 

When Coal Mines Exploded at 
South Carrollton. 

Heart Rendintr Scenes About 
Opening as Bodies Were 
Brought Out. 



South Carrollton, Ky., Feb. 10— Nine 
men met almost instant death and 
one was so badly injured that bis 
death is expccti-d Ki, any inoiuent In 
an explosion in the mine ut the Moody 
Coal conipuny at 4 v'cbxk this after- 
noon. 

The dead are: Rob- ri t'lxik, white, 
aged forty-five years, married. John 
Bush, white, aged flfiy years, married. 
The remaining seven di .id miners are 
negroes and are as follows; Hugh 
Corbin, Flick Itlacklock, IVte Cation. 
Charles Van and his young sou, Char- 
les Ross, I’a;e Penlek. James Bryant 
while aged twenty-live years, and 
married was removed from the ndiie 
In an unconscious condition and his 
body Is horribly mangled. 

The exact cause of the explosion 
will prohably never be known. There 
were thirteen nti-n working In the 
shaft, which Is om- hundred aiideight.v 
feet deep, at the time of the exiiloslon. 
Ten of them were lueparing fora "shot 
when a terlftlc explosion oi'cnred. The 
three others who wen- in a different 
part of the mine rush- d lo the room 
from hlcli they w could hear the cries 
and moans of their mangled com- 
panions. • 

Lying ahout on the floor, several 
of them already dead, the three min- 
ers found their comiianions. 

The uninjured miners rail to the cage 
and found It had been damaged by 
the explosion. They gave the uliirm 
tor The Then at the opening of the shaft 
hut It was nearly an hour ami a half 
before tho cage was in working order 
and the rescue of the bodies of the 
miners could begin. 

It was S o'clix'k before all of the 
bodies had been brought to the sur- 
face. Life was exllnet In all save 
Bryant, and he was In an unconsci- 
ous condition and the physicians are 
holding out very little hope for his 
r'*oovery. 

The news of the explosion spread 
quickly over the Il'.lle mining town, 
and In a few minutes scores of peo- 
ple were crowding about the o|H-nlng 
of the mine. There wi-re several mlnars 
who were not at work in the shaft 
to-day, but their families did not knov 
whether they were in the mine at 
the time of the accident or not. 
Wonu'ii nnd children dashed frantle- 
ially about weeping and culling for 
their loved ones. As each body was 
brought to the surface there was a 
rush forward to identify the remains. 
The bodies were quickly removed to 
their homes. 

The officers of the company do not 
give an explanation to-night for the 
accident. It Is believed that the set- 
ting off of the blast caused a bust or 
‘‘black damp" explosion in the mine. 
This Is the first serious accident lu 
many years at South Carrollton.

The act of 19IM5 does not authorize 
or permit a pool or combination to 
enhance the cost of crops above their 
real value.

In giving to the act this constitu- 
tionality the prevRlllng conditions that 
rise to its enactment may xx’tih much 
propriety, be considered.

pose of their crops at a fair and rea- 
sonable price. There was practically 
no competition among the purchasi rs 
of the crops. A combination and 
trust had been formed by the buyers 
to depreciate the value of the crops be- 
low their real value, and single-hand- 
ed, the producers were unable to com- 
bat or deal in terms of equality with 
th«*c trusts and camblnatlons that 
cofitrolled the markets in which the 
lanner was obliged to dlsixose of his 
produce. To meet the condition of af- 
fairs thus presented^tnd to enable the 
farmers to combine their resources 
and place their products in the hands 
of an agent aelected by them, to the 
end xthat better prices might be ob- 
tained, this act was passed. If under 
this act. the farmers associated with 
defendant, were combining and pooling 
their crops for the purpose of ooiaia- 
ing for them a greater price than the 
real value.and it should be Judicially de- 
termined that this was true, the con-

It has been 
the custom for years with the country .papera to allow their sub- 
scribers long terms In which to settle their suhncriptlons, and In 
many cases the favor has been abused and subscribers have become 
delinquent for years, and until a bill ofteh amonnts to |8 or 810, 
will accumulate. The publlahei does not know Whether to discon- 
tinue this subscriber or not, for they often make payment and thus 
save a considerable loss to the pai>er.

weeklies within nine months, weeklies within one year, send-month- 
Ues within three months, monthlies within four months, bimonthlies 
within six months, quarterlies within six months— they shall not be 
counted In the legitimate list of subscribers, and copies mailed on 
account thereof shall not be accepted for mailing at the second- 
-class postage rate of 1 cent a pound, but may be mailed at the 
transient second class postage rate of 1 cent for each four ounces 
or fraction thereof, prepaid by stamp affixed. The right of a pub- 
lisher to extend credit for subscriptions to his pnbllcatloD Is not 
denied or questioned, 'JUt his compliance or non-oompllance with this 
regulation will be taken into consideration In determining whether 
the publication Is entitled to transmission at the second class pos- 
tage rates.

-opportunity to adjust his business to tbe new oondiUona Publish- 
ers who show good faith and that they are making progress should. 
In fairness, have sifeh opportunity. The purpose of the new regula- 
tions Is to correct real abuses and not put into the hands of postmas- 
ters instruments with which to annoy and vex pnbllshers whose 
practices are normal. 

Therefore, you need not question expired subscriptions as defined 
by section 1.‘I6 prior to April 1, 19u8, except in cases which in your 
opinion, based upon evidence In your i>osseaaton, constitute flagrant 
abuses in that regard and should, therefore, be speedily eliminated. 
The facts In such cases will be referred to the Third Assistant Post- 
master General for further Instructions. 

You are not to understand that amended section 436 Is not to be 
uniformly applied. Uniformity of application Is the end sought, but 
the Department doea not wish to be flooded with minor complaints 
while endeavoring to deal with the greater abuses. Pnblisbera are 
expected to comply with amended section 436 within a reasonable 
time.

Seventh, Tbe money collected In 
tbe way of fines or forfeitures for 
violation of the provisions of this 
law shall upon collection, be turned 
ovoer to the public school fund of 
tbe county where said violation oc- 
curs. 

Resolved, Further that a commit- 
tee of three tobacco growurs shall 
be appointed, by the chairman of this 
meeting to draft a law In keeping 
with the spirit of these resolutions, 
and to place a copy of same In the 
hands of the senator from this dis- 
trict, and tbe representative from 
this city and county.

On the 
whole. It Is safe lo say ihul Ihe pies- 
eui annual lumber cut of Hue I'lilied 
States approximate 40 billion feet, 
and that the total mill value of the 
lumber, lath, and shingles, each yiear 
produced Is nut less than $7UU,(|pU,0UO.

Child for Education. |

Could public attention concen- 
trated upon the relative position 
Kentucky holds aiiioiig her sister | 
states regarding her public schools, 
and upon iho reason wliy she so ^ 
stands, says G. M. Money, Supt. of| 
schools, for Shelby county. I believe | 
that the i>atriotlsin of Kentuckians I 
would be so* aroused tliat they would 
soon banish forever this stinging dis - 1 
grace of illiteracy which hungs as a 
blighting cloud over our future pros- 
perity and glpry. 

By indulging in a little comparison 
we find the following facts: Ken- 

tucky spends about 2 3-4 nillli'in dol- 
lars on her schools annually; Illinois' 
21 million; Massachusetts, 16 1-2 mil- 
lion; Indiana, Minnesota, Missouri 
and California each from % to in mil- 
lions. 

This is equal to about $S..'0 per child 
in Kentucky based niton the average 
attendance; aboiu. )42 per child in 
California and Massachusetts; and in 
the other states named from $21 to $3- 
per child. • 

The average child in Kentucky gets 
about 70 days of schooling per year; 
while'the other states gives from 100 
days in some to 146 days, in Massa- 
chusetts. 

What are the results obtained? In 
entucky 14,3 per cent of her native 
born white male adults are illiterates 
while in the other States named it 
ranges from 4.4 per C''nt down to 1 |>er 
cent for Minnesota and 9 per cent for 
* Massachusetts. 

A futher analysis of this compari- 
son gives what 1 think is the secret | 
of these results and conditions, and 
that is, their de|>endence, in a large 
measure, upon that local nterest that 
generally comes with local aid. 

Local means In “Kentucky furnishes 
only 32 per cent of our school money, 
in Massachusetts it furnishes 96 per 
cent, in Illinois and Missouri 87 per 
^ cent while in the other slates named 
it furnishes from 53 to 70 per cent. 

But, some say, these other states 
are richer and better able to educate 
their children thus. In answer, I will 
say that further comparison shows 
that for every $100 of property value in 
Kentucky her soliools get 18 cents, 
while in Massachusetts her schools get 
30 cents, and in the other states they 
get from 20 to 25 cents. So relative- 
ly, we are not up with the procession. 

These states seem to have discov- 
ered that education^ pays in dollars and 
cents; that it is far better to lay up 
in their song and daughters than, fur 
them; and If they have not learned 
that one day’s schooling has a value 
of $10, they have learned that the 
times and money put into the educa- 
ted brains of a boy is equal to an in- 
vested capital of ten or fifteen thou- 
sand dollars. 

Ur. Hill, Secretary of the Massa- 
chusetts State Board of Education, 
says: "The wage earning power of 
the people of Massachusts is 276 mil- 
lion dollars a year over the average 
wage earning power' of an equal num- 
ber of people elsewhere in the Unit- 
ed States.” • 

For this added Income the stale 
spent 13 of 14 million dollars a year 
on her schools wheng these wage- 
earners were in school and for every 
dollar so spent twenty is now the 
yearly return.
